SANCTIFICATION. 

What is sanctification? This question has 
been already in part considered, but deserves 
still farther attention. Sanctification is doing the 
will of God from the heart. The command of 
God from the first was, to ** love God with all the 
heart, and mind, and strength.” He alone is 
good, and the only proper object of our love and 
worship. In the conduct of the children of Israel 
we see what it was to obey God without a heart 
toit. David, rehearsing the dealings of God with 
them and their disobedience, says, “ their heart 
was not right with him.” See Psalm Ixxxviii.— 
“ The law,” “a shadow of good things to come,” 
made nothing perfect, but the bringing in of a 
better hope did. ‘* The law was given by Moses, 
but grace and truth came by Jesus Christ.”— 
** By grace are ye saved ;” not will be, but are 
saved; saved now, and from what? Surely, 
from sin. “ For finding fault with them, (the 
Israelites,) he saith, Behold, I will make a new 
covenant with them.” Jer. xxxi. 31-34, and 
Heb. viii. 8-12. “1 will put my laws in their 
minds, and write them in their hearts.”” These 
laws being put into the mind, can not be forgotten, 
and, written in the heart, will be obeyed. “I 
will be merciful to their unrighteousness,. and 
their sins and their iniquities wiil | remember no 
more.”

It is at once to be admitted, that many good 
people think it impossible for them to keep awake 
during all the exercises of an hour’s worship. — 
And it will not be denied, that those whose bodily | 
labor is very great, during the week, when the} 


Sabbath day comes, and they sit down quietly iu | 
the house of God, may feel an almost irresistible 
physical inclination to sleep. It may, indeed, 
cost them a hard struggle to keep awake—a strug- 
gle so hard, that to avoid its necessity, they would 
be willing to give almost any thing. They” feel 
ashamed and grieved; and, some times are 
nearly ready to say, they will never attend Di- 
vine Worship again. Such persons are certain- 
ly to be pitied ; and if it bea fact that they can. 
not keep awake—that it is absolutely impossible— 
then it would be unkind in a very high degree to 
cast the slightest reflections upon them. 

But we are unwilling to grant, that a person in| 
health, having a good night’s sleep, before going | 
to the sanctuary, must of necessity sleep during | 
worship. As in illustrating most other moral | 
subjects, so in illustratiny this, facts will be much 
to our purpose. How then—we would inquire, 
is It with persons so strongly inclined to sleep in 
religious meetings, wheu a stranger—perhaps 
some very distinguished minister—is to address | 
them? How would it be, were they to listen to| 
the Bishop of London? Would they sleep 1—| 
But why not? Or, how is it with them, when | 
their own preacher addresses them upon some, 
topic, out of the usual course? Let them hear! 
something of a new and exciting character, and 
will they sleep? Where is the minister who will 
tell us that he has been much troubled with sleepy 
hearers, when dwelling upon some popular sub- 
ject—such as the missionary enterprise, the hor- 
rors of Slavery, the abominations of the Roman 
Catholic Hierarchy, &c.? It is when dwelling 
upon common themes, such as the sinfulness of 
man, the love of Christ, the duties of Christians, 
the joys of heaven, or the pains of hell, that the 
ambassador of God sees the most sleeping. And 
now what do these things prove? ‘They prove 
that those who sleep, do it because their minds 
are but little exercised upon the topics of discus- 
sion. Hence, we are brought to this conclusion, 
that a person may avoid sleeping during divine 
worship, whatever be his physical inclination 
thereto, if he will but exercise his thoughts upon 
the subject of discourse. Let him do this, and 
he cannotsleep. ‘This may appear to the satis- 
faction of all, when it is considered, that a per- 
son, after a hard day’s work may go to bed tired, 
and sleepy as he thinks, and yet be unable to sleep 
for hours, because his thoughts are occupied. In

Anecporr.—We heard the other day a very 
good anecdote of a certain eccentric preacher, in 
a neighboring state. A shrewd talented man 
withal, and of unbounded influence among his 
people: One long warm summer afiernoon,—his

Tur Purport or War.—Carlyle, ethe author 
of Sartor Resartus, thus describes the causes and 
consequences of war; ‘“ What, speaking in quiet, 
unofficial language, is the nett purport and upshot 
of war? Tomy own knowledge, for example, 
there dwell and toil, inthe British village of 
Drumdrudge, usually some five hundred souls. 
From these, by certain “ natural enemies ”’ of the 
French, there are successively selected, during 
the French war, say thirty able-bodied men.— 
Drumdrudge, at her own expense, has suckled 
and nursed them. She has, not without difficulty 
and sorrow, fed them up to manhood, and even 
trained them to crafts, so that one can weave 
and build, another hammer, and the weakest can 
stund under thirty stone avoirdupois. Neverthe. 
less, amid much weeping and swearing, they are 
selected ; all dressed in red, and shipped away at 
public charges, some two thousand miles, or, say 
only to the south of Spain, and fed there till want. 
ed. And now, to that same spot, in the south of 
Spain, are thirty similar French artisans, from a 
French Drumdrudge, in like manner wending: 
till, at length, after infinite efforts, the two par- 
ties come into actual juxtaposition; and thirty 
standing fronting thirty, each with a gun in his 
hand.

The circumstances, however, 
awakened a little serious reflection. He returned 
to his family—began to regret his past conduct, 
resolved to “cut” his former bad associates, 
and to lead a new life. His resolutions were 
well founded upon deep conviction of his past er. 
rors, and his mind was turned to Him who can 
save to the uttermost. Ie soon became relig. 
jous, and to his new faith and knowledge, he ad.

An Act to ineorporate the Firemen’s Benevolent Society in the City 
of Hartford.
